PART THE FIRST. 


THE Guide, in pages from 5 to jo, directs the 
ſtranger to Great St. Mary's Church, placed in 
the center of the Town and Univerſity (ſee page 6.); 
ſtanding at the welt end of this ſtructure, you com- 


mand at once a view of the Senate Houle, the grand 


front of the Library of the Univerſity, and alſo one 
of the beſt proſpects of King's College Chapel ; 
of theſe Buildings the Guide contains a proper ac- 


count. You then walk through King's tc Queen's 


College (page 8.); paſſing through Queen's, you 
croſs the Cam over a curious wooden bridge of one 


arch ; circling the meadow, called Queen's Green, 


theſe magnificent objects begin to open upon 
the eye: 1, The New Building of King's College: 
2, The Weſt end of the Chapel: 3, Clare Hall : 
4, St. Mary's Church. On Clare Hall Piece all 


theſe buildings are to be ſeen at the ſame time with 
the fineſt effect. 
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„ 
Recroſſing the river over King's, or Clare Hall 
bridge, and paſſing through either College, you go 
down the Street to the front of Trinity College. 
This College is entered through a majeſtic gateway 
into the largeſt court, proceeding by the Hall- ſteps 
you come to Nevile's court, ſurrounded with 
Cloiſters, and to the Library of the College, which 
claims the higheſt admiration, (ſee page 9). From 
hence you come into the beautiful walks of this 
College, on the banks of the river, ſhaded with 
avenues of the loftieſt limes. Walking from Trinity 
College to St. John's, the eye of the obſerver 1s 
delighted with the fight of the Library and Bridge 
of the former, and the view of a part of the latter. 
Through St. John's 'Walks and the College into the 
Town, you go on to Jeſus College, fituated at the 
eaſtern extremity of the Town on the road to 
Newmarket (page 9). | | | 
The Town and ſurrounding country, viewed from 
the Caſtle-Hill (page 10), compriſe all the ſubjects 
intended by the Guide in the Firſt Part. 


PART THE SECOND 
Requires more time and attention; and here the 
Guide will be found very acceptable to the Stranger. 
In it the Author has included every object and 
matter of importance, and in the annexed Deſcrip- 
tion (page 11.), they are arranged in ſuch order, 
that beginning at St. Peter's College (page 12), the 
firſt College on entering the Town 3 London, 
and the moſt ancient foundation for learning in the 
Univerſity, he may proceed from one ſubject to 
another with perfect eaſe and regularity, till he has 
gone through every thing that requires particular 
regard in this illuſtrious and highly celebrated ſeat 
of the Muſes.—In this Part reference is made to 


the Views mentioned in the former one, as they 
occur. 
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FREE ACE 


S an Account of the Univerſity and Town of 
Cambridge has for ſome years been before the 
Public, the Utility of this Defeription might appear 
to be in a great degree ſuperſeded; for which reaſon, 
think it will not be i improper to ex «plain the Deſign 
of this Publication, and my Motive for undertaking it. 
The principal Object to which TI have directed“ m) 
Attention, is, to place in as clear a Light as poitibie, 
whatever, either in the Town or Univertity, appeared 
to me moſt worthy of notice; and to arrange the 
order of my work, that every View may be pre nented 
in regular ſuccefſion. That the Pu! lic Buildings in 
Cambridge may be ſeen to the greatcit advantage, I 
have bcen careful to notice from what point of View 
they ought to be obſerved to receive the highelt 
Effect, cither from their connexion with ea hy other, 
or their hituation in reſpect of ſurrounding objects, 
To enter into a minute Deſcrip 15 on of each particu— 
lar Proſpect would be tedious ; and, though attempted 
with the utmoſt carc, its Uniſormity in ight rather 
cauſe fatigue than plcaſure: as in this relpect the 
efforts ot the Pencil are far ſuperior to thofe of Lan- 
guage, I have continually „in the principal ſcenes, re- 
ierrcd to my large Views of Cainbridge, and in thoſe 
ef leſs importance to niy ſmaller Prawings of the 
Colleges and other public Euildings; how far I have 
ſuccecded in my delineations, it 1s for the public to 
determine; if I may be allowed to eſtimate my ſuc- 
cels by the very liberal Encouragement with which 
wy attempts have been favourcd, it is highly flatter- 
ing. In my paſt and future exertions, Accuracy has 
been and will be, my chicf end and aim ; and I truſt, 


without any violation of Elegance or Perſpic uity: as 


an Author I can claim no Cther merit, 58 that of

faithful Repreſ-ntation ; anch J hope, as an Artiſt, I 
thal! not forſc 't the favours! able opinion of the Public. 

The mere immediate deſign of this work being to 
illuſtrate my Views of Cambridge, I have purpoſely 
avoided thoſe fulbjects, which arc not in ſome meaſure 
connected with thn: {or this reafun, the Remains 
of Antiquity, the Curio iti: in poſhinen of the dif- 
ferent College es, and Cher particulats, which would 
have been inconſiſtent with rhe berief oi this publi- 
cation, are entirely omi ted; more cipecially as the 
Accounts which ma * be obtained at the Time of 
inſpecting them, muit be far more ſatisfactory, than 
any it can be in my power to ſupply. 

if, by the Dany picafing Scenes with which Cam- 
bridge abounds, I have been able to point out to 
notice any which have hitherto eſcaped the general 

Oey ation, or to illuſtrate thoſe already known and 

mired, I ſhall have fully attained every purpoſe to

is the principle Tow 1 of the County; it is 51 miles 
*. ; E. of London, and ſituated on the river Cam, from 
Which it takes its name. Daring the Roman govern- 
ment in England, it was 8 place of very conſiderablo 
extent; there is ever 'y reaſon to ſuppoſe it was founded 
ng before that period, but how far back its antiquity, 
ay extend, cannot witit any certainty be aſcertained. 
TT rom the departure of the Romans till the Norman

Goal. From inccceding Monarchs the Univerſity 
has TeCcty ed greater Emßeiliſhments than the Tow n, 
I {hall tlierctore mention them, when I ſbeak of the 
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different Colleges. The Town conſiſts of fourteen 
Pariſhes, the number of Houſes is about 1200, the 
Inhabitants are eſtimated at gcoo: the Government 
of the Town is veſted in a Mayor, High Steward, 
Recorder, Twelve Aidermen, 24 Common- Council- 
men, and other Officers. Cambridge is about a mile 
in length from N. to S. and half a mile broad in the 
middle, diminiſhing gradually toward each extremity 
in ſuch a manner, that its figure is nearly oval. 

Over the Cam, which pales t through this place, are 
thrown ſeveral handſome Blidges leading from the 
back of the Colleges into their reſpective Walks, 
which, extending along the banks of the River, for 
nearly the whole leng «th of the Town, contribute 
greatly to beautify it, (being at all times open to the 
Public, ) and forms an agreeable contraſt with the level 
unincloſed country around them. The regulations, 
which within theſe few years have taken place, in 
Paving, Lighting, and Widening the Streets, have 
conſiderably improved the Town, which is much 
ornamented by the Colleges; more eſpecially by thoſe 

which range in the ſame line with the Streets, and 
by that means give them a ſtrikingly elegant appear- 
ance. The Air o Cambridee 15s wholeſome, and its 
Market well ſupplied with provitions from the adja- 
cent country; Coals and other Fuel, are in general 
told at a moderate price. 


THE UNIVERSITY. 


The Origin of the Univerſity of Cambridge is 
doubtful. We are informed, that about 270 years 
before Chrift, it was founded by one Cantaher, : 
Spaniard. After lying deſolate many years, Sigehcrt, 
king of the Eaſt Angles, reſtored it in the year 630. 
Henry the firſt received his education at Cam- 
bridge, in 1080. Some years after, the monaſtery of 
Croy land, in Lincolnſhire, being deſtroyed by fire, 
Geoff. y, the abbot, who was pofſeſled of the manor 
of Cottenham, near Cambridge, ſent thither Giſlebert, 
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(47 
his Profeſſor of Divinity, and three other Monks: 
theſe Monks hired a Barn at Cambridge, and read 
public Lectures, but in leſs than two years, o great 
a number of Scholars had collected together : that no 
room being futncientlvy large to contain them, Inns 
and Halls were built for their accommodation; ONE 
of which, full c: alied Pythagoras School, yet remains. 
It was one of the firſt uicd for the heſore- mentioned 
e and is the on ly one now left undemoliſhed; 


at pretent it is uled as a barn. In tins Hall, Eraſmus 
read his Lectures on the Greek 


« Language. In the 
year 1215, When the Civil Wars broke out between 
king Tohn and the Barons, Cambridgethire was over— 
run bv the Cavalry of the former, and Cambridge 
eh Hundred and de troyed. Under the patronage 
and protection of ſucceeding Kings, the Univerlity 
flourithed once more, and its ancient t privilege s were 
reſtored and confirmed, particularly by a Charter by 
Henry III. dated IV eie üſter, A. D. 1264, in the 
zd year of his rc} ian; alto Edward II. confirmed the 
Authority of the Univerſity, and granted it many new 
privileges, A. D. 1318, Which were again extended 
under Richard II. in „ Univerſity now 
confiſts of 12 Colleges and 4 Ilalls; it is a Corpora- 
tion in itſelf, and governed by a Chancellor, a High 
Steward, two Proctors, and tes Taxors; theſe Officers 
are C choſen by the Univerſity ; tue Cl hancellor is always 
a. Peer of .the Realm, a generally continues iN his 
ofiice for Lite, by the tacit content of the Univerhty. 
The Vice-Chancellor, the Proctors and Ta Lors, are 
choten Es by the Univerty : there are all two 
Moderators, two Scrutators, a Commilt ary, a Public 
Orator, two pub: ic Librarians, a Re: Zittrar, a School 


keeper, three Efuire Beadles, eiglit, 


cen Profeſſors, a 
Yeoman "ie "rag and the Caput; which conſiſts of th 


Vice- Chancellor, a Doctor of Divinity, a Doctor of 
Laws, a Doctor of Payfic, a Regent, and a Non-Ne- 
gent, chosen annually on the 12th of October. The

The LIBRARY and BRIDGE of TRINITY COL- 
LEGE, with Part of St. ;DHN's COLLEGE. 


Sir Chriſtopher Wren was the Archite& of this 
Elegant Library; the building of which coſt 20,0001. 
The principal Front is in Nevil's Court, which is 
repreſented in No. 2. of the annexed Small Views. 
The beautitul Stone Bridge belonging to this College, 
was deſigned and executed by Mr. James Eſſex, F.S.A. 
at the ſole expence ot Dr. Hooper, late Fellow of this 
College, to which he was a great benefactor. The diſ- 
tant View of Coton Church, ſeen through the long and 
beautiful Avenue of Trees on each tide of the Bridge, 
is much to be admired. The grand Walks and Lawns 
belonging t) this College, all of which are open to the 
Public, are laid out with great taſte, and kept in the 
beſt order. 'The union of Art and Nature, in this 

part of the Univerſity, is truly admirable. The ele- 
gant Edifices, delightful Groves, and the ſerpentine 
courſe of the Cam, delight the eye, and gratify the 
moſt ſanguine expectations.—This View was taken 
from the Weſt Bank of the River, oppoſite the center 
of the Library. 


No. VI. 
JESUS COLLEGE. 


This College is fituated at the Eaſtern extremity 
of the Town, on the road leading to Newmarket; it 
is ſurrounded by Groves, Gardens and Meadows.— 
Near this College, it is ſaid, Bucer and Fagius, two 
of the firſt Proteſtant Martyrs, ſuffered Death at the 
ſtake; the ſcenery of which, though not poſſeſſing 
that magnificence which diſtinguiſhes the walks of 
Trinity and the Colleges bounding the Weſtern fide 
of Cambridge, is marked by an air of calm retirement 
to many minds far more intereſting, than the proud 
diſplay of ſtudied avenues and ſplendid ſtructures. — 
This View was taken from the Meadows, oppoſite 
the principal Court.

A General View of CAMBRIDGE and the adjacent 
COUNTRY, from the Caſtle Hill. 


The Caſtle Hill is at the Northern extremity of the 


Town, on the road to Huntingdon; it is artificial 


and of uncertain antiquity ; from the ſummit of it 
Ely Cathedral is diſtinctly feen, with many diſtant 
Villages, and an agreeable proſpect in every direction. 


From this point of view, the Town and Univerſity 


may be tcen to the greateſt advantage; no one object 
takes up too much room in the Scenery, nor is any 
thing ſo remote, as not to be clearly diſtinguithed. 
The Colleges, that more inumediately {trike the eye 
of the obſerver, are Magdalen, Chriſt, Jeſus, St. 
John's, Trinity and King's. Near the Hill ſtands the 


ancient Church of St. Pcter, which was built on the 


foundation of a Roman Temple ; on the Eaſtern Side 
are ſcen the vencrable remains of Barnwell Priory, 
the ſpot where Stourbridge Fair is held, the Village 
of Cheiterton, and a highly pleating and extenſive 
Proſpect of the River.—In the fields of Cheſterton, 
about a mile to the North of the Caſtle Hill, may 
be ſeen a circular Roman Camp, called Arboro. Some 
valuable medals have been found here, which are 
mentioned in Mr. Gough's Edition of Camden. 
Gogmagog Hills fill up the back ground of the Pic- 


ture, where is alſo another Roman Camp of large 


extent; this is likewiſe of a circular form. Within 
the encampment is a handſome houſe, built by one 


of the Earls Godolphin; it is now the property of 


Lord Francis Godolphin Ojhorne, brother to the 
Duke of Leeds, by whom it 1s at preſent inhabited.

St. PETER's COLLEGE, or PETER- HOUSE. + 
As this is the moſt ancient Foundation in the Uni- 
verlity, ſo it is the firſt College on entering the Town 


from London. It ſtands on the Weſt Side of Frum- 


pington-Street, and confiſts of 2 Courts, ſeparated by 
a Cloyſter and Gallery. The Chapel is in the Gothic 


ſtyle. It was built by contribution, but Matthew 
Wren, Biſhop of Ely, and Maſter of this College, was 
at the chief expence of it. It contains a handſome 
Altar Piece of Norway Oak, and a window of ſtained 
_ glaſs in high preſervation, repreſenting the Crucifixion 
of our Saviour. The Matter's Lodge is a large hand- 

| ſome Brick Building on the oppoſite fide of the way. 
Hugh de Balſham, Sub-prior and afterwards Biſhop

PEMBROKE HALL, or COLLEGE. 


Pembroke Hall, or College, fituated on the Eaſt 
Side of 'Trumpington-Street, (nearly oppolite St. 
Peter's College) was founded in the year 1343, and 


18th of Edward III. by Mary St. Paul, Wife of An- 


domair de Valencia, Earl of Pembroke. Her Huſband 
was killed in tiiting on his wedding-day ; and upon 
this melancholy event, ſhe retired from the delights

CATIIARINE HALL. 
This College is ſituated on the Weſt Side of 
Trumpington-Street: it was founded by Robert 


Woodlark, S. T. P. (afterwards Chancellor of the 
Univerſity. ) He obtained a licence from Edward IV. 


in the year 1475, and dedicated this Hall to Catharine 
the Virgin, and Martyr, and appointed a Matter and 
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butions from the Princes of each families, particularly 
from Richard III. and Queen Elizabeth, wife of 
Edward IV. which, with the aſſiſtance of other noble 
Benefactors, enabled him to finiſh the College. In 
the Hall of this College, 1s a fingularly fine Painting 
in high preſervation, of Elizabeth, Queen of Edward 
IV. the foundreſs, given to this College by Lord 
Grey, eldeſt Son of the Earl of Stamford; there are 
two others alſo well worthy of notice; the one of 
_ Eraſmus, given by Booth Grey, ſecond Son; the 
other of Thomas Smith, Etq; given by John Grey, 
third Son of the Earl of Stamford. 

This College is endowed with a charity for 8 poor 
Widows.—The preſent Society, a Prefident, 15 Fel- 
loves and 1 Bye Fellow).

KING's COLLEGE 


Is ſituated near Queen's College, on the Banks of the 

River, and extends to Trumpington-Street. In 1441, 
Henry VI. built a ſmall College, in and about the 
places where Auguſtines' Hoſtel, God's Houſe, and the 
Church of St. Nicholas formerly ſtood, which he 
dedicated to that Saint, on whole day he was born; 
he endowed it, and appointed a Rector and 12 Scho- 
lars. William Bingham, Rector of St. John Lachary's, 
in London; founded a little Hoſtel the following year, 


Contiguous to King Henry's College, to be governed 


by a Proctor and 25 Scholars, all to be men ſtudying 
the Criticiſms of Grammar. In 1443, King Henrv 
with the full conſent of Bingham, united and enlarged. 
thoſe two into one College, adding al ſo the Church 
of St. John Lachary, then belonging to Trinity 
Hall: in recompenſe for which he gave to that Hal}, 
the patronage of St. Edward's, in Cambridge ; and 
founded the preſent College, which he called the 
College of the Bleſſed Virgin Mary, and the glorious 
Confeſſor St. Nicholas, now univerſally known by the 
name of King's College. He appointed a Provoſt,

70 Fellows and Scholars, 3 Chaplains, 6 Clerks, 16 
Choritters, and a Maſter over them; who is alſo the 
Organiſt: 16 Officers of the foundation, beſide 12 
Servitors to the ſenior Fellows and 6 poor Scholars, 
amounting in all to 160. For the erecting and found- 
ing this College, and that at Eton, near Windſor, 
flenry enfeofted ccrtain Biſhops and others with 
Lands and Poſſęſſione, part of his inheritance of the 
Juchy of Cornwall, to the value of near 3, 400l. per 
annum, declaring in hig will, © how the ſaid money 
thould be employed on the ſaid Colleges.“ If the 
whole plan had been put into execution and carried 
on in conformity with the Chapel, it would have ex- 
eeeded any building of the kind at preſent known, 
And it appears evident that it was the King's inten- 
tion that it ſhould have been thus compleated, but it 
was obſtructed by his immediate ſucceſſor Edward, 
who, ſo far from encouraging the undertaking, ſeemed 
diſpoſed to check it altogether. N 
On entering this College from Queen's on the South 
Side, one cannot but be forcibly ſtruck with the mag- 
nificent grandeur of the Chapel, while upon approach- 
ing nearer, the Leauties of the architecture preſs with 
equal force on our admiration. To form an adequate 
idea of the interior of this noble ſtructure, it 1s neceſ- 
ſary it ſhould be ſeen. Its vaſt demenſions, the light 
elegant appearance of the Columns that ſupport the 
Roof, the beautiful variety of carved Work with which 

it abounds, 

« The storied windows richly dight 
Casting a dim religious light,” 

cannot fail of ſtriking us with the moſt pleaſing 
wonder and aſtoniihmcnt. The architect's name was 
Cloos, father of Nicholas Cloos, who was made Fel- 
low of the College by Henry VI. 1443; and was 
afterwards Biſhop of Litchfield. There are two Roofs 
to this Chapel, ſufficiently diſtant for a perſon to walk 
upright between them; the inner he, is of ſtone, in 


the torm of a Gothic arch, abutting to the fides of the 

Chapel without any Pillars: in the center of this Roof, 
at equal diſtances, are Key Stones about a yard thick, 
and a ton weight, ornamented with carved Roſes,

and Portculliſes alternately. The conſtruction of this 


Root may be conſidered among the moſt remarkable 
curieſities of this ſingular building. The diſpoſition 
of the Key Stones 2bove-mentioned, has embarraſſed 
the moſt diſtinguiſhed Architects to aſcertain it; there 
is 4 tradition that Sir Chriſtopher Wren went once a 
year to ſurvey the Roof, and ſaid if any one would 
ſhew him where to place the firſt ſtone, he would 
engage to build another like it. The Chapel is 291 
fect in length, 45 in breadth, and in height 78 feet 
the inſide. The extreme dimenſions from the ground 
to the battlements are go feet, to the top of the pin- 
nacles ſomewhat more than 101 feet, to one of the 
corner towers 1467 tect: about the middle of the 
Chapel is a partition, or ſkreen, curiouſly decorated 
with carved work in wood, which ſeparates the Ante 
Chapel from the Choir, upon this partition is placed a 


capital and highly ornamented Organ, and on the 
ſame are fixed nine Colours taken from the ifland of 


Manilla, by Sir William Draper, in 1762. The 
were by his Majeſty's permiſſion preſented to the 
College by Sir William, who was at that time a 
Member of it. The Choir is ciegantly fitted up with 
double ſtalls on cach fide richly carved. Over the 
Communion Table is a very valuable Painting, the 


ſubject of which is, the taking down from the Crols, 


by ſome ſuppoted to be the work of Daniel de Vcol- 
tena, by others of Raphael, whole ſtyle it certainly 
reſembles. It was preſented to this College by the 
Earl of Carliſle. In this Chapel there are 26 large 
Windows of ancient ſtained Glaſs, (the Weſt Win- 
dow being excepted.) The Grandeur of the Deſigns, 
and the Richneſs and Beauty of Colouring, ſurpaſſes 
_ deſcription they repreſent ic of the moſt intereſting 


ſubjects in Scripture. The upper Part of the Windows 


exhibits Hiitorical Scenes from the Old Teſtament, 
while parallel Subjects from the New, chietly relating 
to the Life and Death of our Saviour, are delineated 
in the lower.—There is but one exception to this 
rule, and in this the parts of the *indows feem to be 
miſplaced. - Each Window is ſeparated in the middle 
by a Tranſem, into an Upper and Lower Part, and 
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ſub-divided again into tinaller compartments. The 
following is a deſcription of each Window, beginning 
with the Second Window toward the Weſt, on the 
North Side, the deſign of the Firſt being inexplicable.

betore his deſign was accompliſhed, he leſt a ſun. 
money to Bateman, Biſhop of Norwich, for the com- 
pletion of it. However tle learned Dr. John Caius, 
an eminent Phy ſician, made ſuch large additions to it, 
not only in regaid to its Buildings, but its revenues, 
that he is cont.uwvicd as its pii,cipa! Founder. Dr. 
Caius was ſucce ſſively Puy ſician to King Edward VI. 
Queen Mary I. and Queen Eli.zaieth, and was a great 
friend to the College of Phyſicians, of which he was 
Preſident ſeven years. — He added at his own cxpei.ce 

to Gonvil Hall, a New Square built of Stone, called 
Caius Court; he endowed this Foundation with con- 
ſiderable Eſtates, for the maintenance of 3 Fellows, 
20 Scholars and a Porter, and gave them a body of 
Statutes.— That this Society might flouriſh under his 
immediate care and inſpection, he accepted the Mal- 
terſhip himſelt in 1559, and retained it almoſt as long 
as he lived. But ſome little time beſore his deceaſe 
he cauſed Dr. Thomas Legge, of Norwich, to be 
placed in his Room, he remaining as a Fellow Coin— 
moner in his own College, affiſting daily at Divine 
Service. He died in 1573, nd was buried in a grave, 
which he had made before his deceale, in the Chapel 
of this College, under a plain Tomb, with this laco- 
nic Epitaph, Fui Caius.— The preſent Socicty, a 
Maſter, 20 Fellows and 7 Bye Fellows.

The Weſt 
Front and South Side of this College are repreſented 
in the Large View, No. 4. The Small View, No. 7.

the Eaſt End of the College, and the Chapel, with 
Part of King's Old Building. The Chapel, which is 
the moſt elegant modern Building in the Univerſity, 
was rebnilt from a Plan of Sir James Burroughs”, 
and coft 50 gl. At the Altar, is a fine Picture, the 
Viſitation of the Virgin Mary, painted by Cipriani. — 
This College has a handſome Bridge leading into the 
Fields, with a diſlant Proſpect of Coton and Mad-

In the 
middle of this Court is a beautiful Conduit of an 
octagonal Figure, ſupported by pillars, which by 
means of pipes is connected with a Spring about a 
mile diſtant, and ſupplies the College with Water. 
On the South Side, 1s another entrance into this 


Court, through a handſome Tower, called Queen's 


Gate. On the Welt is the Hall, a ſpacious Building 
of the Gothic Order, in which are preſerved the 
Portraits of a greater number of learned Men, than 
any other Literary Society perhaps in the World can 
produce. The View No. 10. is taken nearly from 


the middle of this Court, and repreſents the Southern 


half of it : No. 11. 1s taken not far diſtant from the 
ſame ſpot, and repreſents the Northern half: in the 
front of this View 1s the Chapel, which was built 
by Qeen Mary I. and endowed with a Revenue 
of 3351. a ycar, for the maintainance of 20 Scholars, 
10 Choriſters, and 4 Conducts.

&c. Many Paintings of diſtinguiſhed Men, and Buſts 
of ancient and modern Poets, Orators, Divines, 
Philoſophers, &c. adorn this ſplendid Room. This 
Library is ornamented on the outſide with Pilaſters, 
Chapiters, Architraves, and Baluitrades; over the 
Eaſt Front are four fine Statues, repreſenting Divi- 
nity, Law, Phyſic and Mathematics.

The View No. 13. is the Eaſt End of this Court ; 
the Hall conſtitutes the principal Part.— The Walks 
behind the Library are near three quarters of a Mile 
in circumference, which with thote of St. John's, 
Clare Hall, King's and Queen's Colleges, ſkirt the 
whole Weſt Side of the Town; affording the moſt 
advantageous Proſpects of the principal Buildings of 
the Univerſity, on one Side, and on the other, an 
agreeable View of the adjacent Fields. 1

Sr. JOHN's COLLEGE. 

View, No. 14. The Great Gate and Part of the College. 
No. 15. The Bridge and Back Part of the College. 
This College is ſituated between the High Street, 
called St. John's Lane, and the River; adſoining on 
the South Side to Trinity College. It conſiſts of 
Three Courts. „ „„ 
The Lady Margaret, Counteſs of Richmond, by her 
Will, dated Anno 150g, deviſed certain Lands in the 
counties of Devon, Somerſet, and Northampton, of the 
value of gol. per Annum, together with the Site of 
the diſſolved Privry of St. John's, Cambridge, and the 
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Revenue thereof, 8ol. per Annum to her Executors, 
in truſt, for building a College on the Site of the ſaid 
Priory, and endowing it. In purſuance of the {aid 
Will, her Executors obtained a Charter for the Foun- 
dation April 9, 1511; the firſt Court was finithed in 
1515; in the year 1516, Biſhop Fiſher, then Chan- 
cellor of the Univeriity, was preſent at the opening 
the College, appointing Alan Percy, Maiter, electing 
38 Fellows and giving them a let of Statutes which 
they were ſworn to obey. This College ſuffered more 
under the Oliverians than any other; they plundered 
it for 16 months, and converted the old Court into a 
Priſon for the Lovalitis. — The preſent Society, a 
Maſter and 60 Fellows. Noublemen, Matter of Arts, 
and Undergraduates, 384. — Viſitor the Bithop of Ely. 
The firſt Court of this College is entered by a noble 
Gate, with 4 Towers of Brick and Stone, repreſented 
by the View No. 14. On the North Side ſtands the 
Chapel, in which is a fine Altar Piece, conſiſting of 


2 Pictures painted by Mr. Porter. The center Picture 


1s St. John preaching in tne Wilderneſs, ſurrounded 
by various Figures, whoſe pathons arc ſtrongly deli- 
neated. The venerable Majeſty of the Baptiſt, the 
fixed attentive gaze of his Hearers, devoted no lets 
by their attitudes than their geſtures, but in each dif- 


ferently marked, give this Picture ſo decided an 


excellence in character, that on a tranſient view, we 
might overlook the airy elegance of ſome Figures, 
the fincly proportioned Symmetry of others, and the 
exquiſite Colouring of all. - The juſt oppoſition be- 
tween the fine muſcular forms of the Centurian and 
the Hunter, and the delicate ſoftneſs of the Female, 
do the higheſt credit to the judgment of the Artilt ; 


her inattention to the Divine eloquence of the 


Preacher, and ſolicitude in the adorniment ot her 


Perſon, equally manifeſt his Knowledge of the human 


Heart. —The mixture of Indignation, Piety and Re- 
pentance, expreſſed in the different Figures, are fo 


admirably contraited, that I ſhould in vain attempt 


the Deſcription ; the Pencil alone can do jultice to

execution of theſe is truly maſterly. They were the 
gift of the Rev. Mr. Joſeph Thomas. 

Oppoſite the Gate is the Hall, through which we 
paſs to the ſecond Court, which 1s the largeſt ; from 
the ſecond Court we enter the third by a grand open 
Arch: this Court is the leatt of the three, and is 
ſituated on the River. On the North Side is the Li- 


brary, built by Archbiſhop Williams, a ſpacious 
Room well furniſhed with ſcarce and valuable Books 


in moſt Languages. A fine Stone Bridge of three 


Arches over the River, as repreſented in the View, 


No. 15. leads from the College to a fine ſerpentine 
gravel Walk, furrounded with lofty Elms, leading to 
the Fields and round by the River. You go out of 
theſe Walks into the Fellows' Garden and Grove, 
where there is a Bowling Green and Summer Houſe.

From St. John's Eack Gate, the next place we paſs

MAGDALEN COLLEGE. 


This is the only College that ſtands on the North 
Weſt Side of the River; it conſiſts of two Courts, the 
ſecond is a pretty Court removed from the noiſe of 
the Town; on the North Side is an elegant Stone 
Building with a Cloyſter in Front; over the Cloyſter 
is a beautiful Library, called the Pepyſian. In this 


are depoſited an exceeding valuable Collection of 


Books and Manuſcripts relative to thoſe times. Dr. 
Percy has made great uſe of this Library in his cele- 


| brated Work, The Reliques of Ancient Poetry, &c. 


This Library is of difficult acceſs. In the Chapel, 
which is a handſome Oratory, is an Altar Piece of 


Plaſter of Paris, repreſenting the Reſurrection, by

the ingenious Mr. Collins, which is eſteemed well 
worthy the obſervation of the curious. 

The fite of this College was originally that of a 
Priory dedicated to St. Giles, and afterwards became 
noted for the three famous Monaſteries of Ely, Rainſey 
and Walden, about the year 300. Theſe houſes were 
however purchaſed in 1519, by Edward Stafford, 
Duke of Buckingham, &c. who united them into one 


College, for the benefit of the Univerſity, naming 


the ſame Buckingham Hall; afterwards Thomas Lord 
Baron Audley, of Walden, Lord High Chancellor of 


England, in 1542, obtained of Henry VIII. a grant 


of this College, which Society he incorporated by the 
name of the College of St. Mary Magdalen, and en- 
dowed it with Lands and Tenements for the main- 
tenance of a Maſter and 4 Fellows, which by other 


benefactions were increaſed to 16. — The preſent 


Society, a Maſter and 14 Fellows. Maſters of Arts 
and Undergraduates, 42.— Viſitor Lord Braybrook. 
The View of this College was taken from the Ter- 
race in the cloſe belonging to the Maſter, at the back 
of the College; the Chapel is ſeen through the trees; 


the Hall adjoining and the back Part of the ſecond 
Court, which is occupied moſtly by the Fellows.

A Large View No. 6. in the firſt Part, is ſituated

This with à lar ge houſe that 
belonged to the Auguſtine Friars, Was . purchaſed at 
the expcnce of 16ool. by Dr. Richard Walker, for- 
merly Vice-Maſter of Trinity College. This Garden 
is under the government of the Chancellor, or Vice- 
Chancellor, the Heads of the three Colleges of King's, 


Trinity, St. John's and the Regius Profeſſor of Phyt lic, 


and is ſuperintended by a Lecturer and a Curator.— 

The Lecture Room for the uſe of the Lectures in 
Botany and Chemiſtry, repretented in the View No.
